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The OPAB performs trend analyses and modeling to identify changing national and 
regional needs, which may affect OSM's mission or its capacity to accomplish its 

existing programs to provide a basis for change. 

The OPAB carries out the formulation, presentation, execution, and analysis of OSM's 
budget; provides policy, central coordination, uniform budget procedures and controls; 
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
